The Other Side, 


We study the faces of our stamps 
with scrupulous care taking note of 
every variation in print, lettering, 
impression or design, and pounce 
with unconcealed joy upon any- 
thing resembling an error even if 
the difference consists of nothing 
more decided than a slight break in 
one of the shading lines, but we give 
very casual attention or else none at 
all, to a portion of the stamp just as 
worthy of study, viz.the Other Side. 

The most universal belonging of 
the Other Side is of course original 
gum. On used stamps the guin is 
generally lacking, or at best partly 
so, and in some cases unused are no 
richer owing to the belief of some 
collectors that it is better to wash it 
off, but where it remains in its full 
glory there is a large field ready 
and waiting for the entrance of the 
gun specialist. I have seen several 
varieties of gum, dark and light, 
thick and thin, smooth and cracked, 
some nearly tasteless and some al- 
most as bad in that respect as a drop 
of cod-liver. (Needless to say these 
last are foreign: our own country 
has more consideration for the pal- 
ates of her children.) Many phila- 
telists denounce with scorn the prac- 
tice of washing original gum from 
unused stamps, but personally I 


rather incline to the opinion that the 
idea is a good one although I so far 
yield to the will of the wireacres as 
not to do it myself. T believe that 
some guin preparations are liable to 
change the color of the stamps, and 
also that many stamps thus decorat- 
ed will curl and crack when the al- 
buin is left open any length of time 
in a warn room. I lost several 
Austrian by that cracking process, 
sOam speaking partly from expe- 
rience. 

But original gum is the least of 
the interestiug things to be found on 
the Other Side—to me, that is— 
though perhaps it supplies the most 
ground for connected study. The 
texture of the paper is more easily 
examined from that point of view as 
also are the watermarks and grilles, 
So too a tear invisible on the face 
will reveal its presence by the doc- 
toring the Other Side must inevita- 
bly show in the shape of a tiny pateh 
or carefully gummed up rent. But 
these are all such well known re- 
commendations that most collectors 
have long since found them out for 
themselves; besides they are not 
what I particularly wish to draw at- 
tention to. 

To begin with, iake for illustra- 
tion a recent issue of the Azores 
since that country leads alphabetic- 
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ally. Two values of that issue have 
recently come into my possession, 
and though the §. S. S. 8. does not 
approve of them they are pretty 
enough and large enough—being 
about the size of our Columbian is- 
sue—to be worth looking at. Each 
value bears the figure of a inonk 
quite appropriately too, for on the 
Other Side there is the following 1n- 
scription printed in tinted ink. 

‘“Sentenario de Santo Antonio 
MCXCY * MDCCCXCV,O lingua 
benedicta, guae Dominuim semper 
benedixisti et alios benedicere do- 
cuisti; nunc perspicue cerniture 
quanto ineriti fueris apud Deum. 

S. BOAVENTURA.”’ 

Now isn’t that a nice little Latin 
lesson for the school-bey collector? 
Ile must study it out for himself, for 
I ani not going to spoil the good ef- 
fect by supplying the translation, 
and then he can tell the next scoffer 
at our hobby that stamp collecting 
is an aid to the study of Latin, and 
in fact of other languages too, for 
almost every foreign stamp bears at 
least a word or two of its native 
lingo. 

The early issues of Greece are in- 
teresting also, for matry of them are 
adorned on the Other Side with 
double lined figures of medium size 
printed in colors, whose object, as 
faras I know has not been deter- 
imnined. In most cases the figures 
corrospoud with the face value, but 
I fail to see any reason why it 
shonld have been necessary to put 
the value on both sides. Then 
there are the QOneensland stamps of 
1595 with inoiree on the back; the 
Sweden of 1886-91 with bashful 
post-horns in the same place; the 
Mexicans, whose reverse bear lines 
tuled in biue, and the Spain of 1875 
whose Other Side is entirely covered 
with a quaint blue design enclosing 
a rectangular space containing pret- 


tily shaded figures that have to be 
reflected in order to be easily read. 
These figures are different for every 
stamp in the sheet, and may have 
been used as a guard against coun- 
terfeiting just as were the letters in 
the Id Great Britain, or the whole 
design may bea device of the en- 
graver in order that he might iden- 
tifv his work. 

Finally—in this list at least—may 
be mentioned the set of thirteen 
New Zealand issued in 1893 each 
of which bore upon its Other Side 
an advertisement extolling the mer- 
its of some object of commerce, us- 
ually soap. (Now you need not 
think from that that New Zealand 
is an unusually dirty place, for it is 
not. I have been there and know.) 
The contract for this advertising 
was sold for a year, but does not 
seem to have proved of much profit, 
for it was not renewed when the 
year expired. Perhaps the unlucky 
number 18 had something to do 
with that, but we will give it the 
benefit of the doubt however. 

All this surely tends to show that 
there are stilldepths of wisdom await- 
ing the plunge of the philatelic ex- 
plorer. Many of us would be far 
more interested in learning what all 
these things on the Other Side were 
intended to betoken, whose idea 
they were, why they were given up 
and similar things concerning them 
than we are in the countless num- 
bers of die differences, thick and 
thin shacing,ete. that the specialists 
are continually bringing forward. 
All those things are interesting in 
their way, especially to specialists, 
but a good share of collectors are 
not fond of specialism to stich an 
extent, and would welcome with de- 
light less talk about the face of their 
stamps, and incre about the oddities 
of the Other Side.

U. S. Revenues. 
BY S. ESTLE MILLER. 

The long-despised Revenues are 
receiving recognition. Publishers, 
authors, dealers and collectors every- 
where are giving them attention. 
If our word is notsufficient authority 
for the statement, take Scott's 55th 
and 56th Catalogues, and settle the 
matter for yourself. Prices on many 
stamps have doubled in one year, 
and in a few instances quadrupled. 
And no one is foolish enough to 
think that the advance is ended. 

The 57thcatalogue will show simi- 
lar remarkable advances. It iseven 
now difficult te obtain Revenues 
that were easily secured two or three 
years ago. 

An investment in Revenue staimps 
is certain to yield a very large profit, 
if you invest quickly. The next 
few years will certainly bring ad- 
vancement and prosperity to all 


branches of the stamp business. I 
caunot well understand how the 
prevailing depression in the business 
world can continue much longer, 
The people everywhere are aroused 
and are deeply interested in the wel- 
fare of the American Republic and 
a returning tide of prosperity. 

This New Era of prosperity means 
lengthened borders and strengthened 
towers for the Stamp World, and 
thousands of new recruits. ‘Ihe 
beautiful and historic Revenue 
stamps will share largely in the gen- 
eral advance. Negiect to secure 
your specimens now and you will 
regret it. The writer mourns to- 
day his neglect in not buying certain 
Revenue stamps years ago. ‘The 
increase in value since then has 
been remarkable. . 

And are not these Revenue stamps 
beautiful? Show me the beanty 
then of other stamps. Many of 
them are exceedingly attractive in 
colors, presenting many shades and 
combinations, and all of them are 
attractive in design. They are ex- 
cellent productions of the designer’s 
and engraver’s skill. No set of 
stainps are more so. 


And who dares say they are un- 
historic? Verily, they are linked 
to the most critical and crucial tine 
in American history. The fate ofthe 
mightiest Republic of earth hung in 
the balance at the hour of their in- 
ception. They served a great pur- 
pose, and every one of them has a 
just claim on the American phila- 
telist. They were great factors in 
the saving of the nation. There is 
a history connected with them, and 
such history as every school-boy 
collector and veteran philatelist 
should know. Let their recognition 
be universal. Let us have fewer 
Seebecks, reprints and commemor- 
ative issues and more of the U.S, 
Revenues.

Please note that 1896 staimps are 
offered in spite of the published 
statement in January or February, 
1886, to the effect that as soon as 
their present stock was exhausted 
they should net deal any more in 
this class of stanips, which, as long 
ago as July, 1595, they termed 
‘rot,’ ‘‘abominable  rubbish,’’ 
ete. Wise collectors will take them 
at their word and rather burn their 
money than buy this ‘‘rot’’ which 
they offer? 


The publisher has been endeavor- 
ing for some time to get H. M. Por- 
ter of Philadelphia, Pa. publisher of 
Philadelphia Stamp News to re- 
fund 92 cents for some counterfeit 
stamps purchased of him. Mr. Joe 
Beard of Muscatine, Iowa,sent some 
$6.00 worth of stamps registered to 
H. M. Porter, 863 N.48} St.,Phila- 
delphia, about a year ago. The 
above Porter claimed that he never 
received any mail at that address, 
but finding that he joined the Sons 
of Philatelia at that address and that 
the letter to Mr. Beard requesting 
the consignment was in the same 
handwriting as that of the publisher 
of the Philadelphia Stamp News and 
of S.of P. No.1593 we have placed the 
case before the trustees of the S. of 
P. demanding his expulsion, and 
upon the return of the papers shall 
place them in the hands of the Post- 
office Inspector. 

F. W. Parker of Oxford, Ind., 
wrote last month to Mr. J. P. Lacour 
of Morgan Park, Ill., for a selection 
referring to C. H. Duddiug vice pres. 
A.M.A. Shortly after C.E. Dudding 
wrote to him giving as reference F, 
W. Parker, Mr. Lacour asked Par- 
ker for further references and the 
reply in an entirely different-hand- 
writing informed Mr. Lacour that 
he (Parker) hada small capital of 
$2,000 in the Oxford Bank ‘and 
would like to see some of your good 
and rare stamps. Nevera sheet of 
good stamps leaves ny hands with- 
out some being taken off.’’ ‘The 
reply Mr. Lacour gets from the Ox- 
ford Bank is brief '‘ Mr. Parker isa 
boy about 15 or 16 years old and has 
no money on deposit with us and 
never did have. ”’

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Art of Putting on a Stamp. 


‘When you put a postage stamp 
on an envelope, '’ said a precise man 
to his son, ‘ you should put it on 
Square and true, in the upper right- 
hand corner, and as near as possible 
to the margin of the envelope. You 
put it on at the right-hand corner for 
the convenience of the stampers in 
the Post Office, so that it may be 
uniform in location with the stamps 
on Other envelope and so more con- 
veniently'and expeditously stamped; 


you should study the comfort of) 


others as well as yourself. You 
should put it as near as possible to 
the corner, so that the canceling 
stamp will be less likely to deface 
and perhaps obscure the address on 
the envelope. 

‘““You should put it on square 
and true becatise that is the method- 
ical and proper way to do. Many 
persons are disturbed by the appear- 
ance of a stamp put on in a careless 
and slipshod manner. And I can 
easily imagine that such a practice 
might work positive injury to you. 
You might have occasion to write to 
aman ona matter of business that 
was of importance to you. Yon 
might compose and write this letter 
with faithful care and set forth what 
you had to say with commendable 
clearness and precision, and yet up- 
set itall by slapping ona stamp 
carelessly; the recipient might judge 
you by the one slight act done nat- 
urally rather than by the studied 
work done with a purpose. 

“My son, don’t doit; put the 
stamp on where it belongs, so that 
the little touch of color will grace 
the envelope and not deface it. ’’—Se- 
lected.

The Beginner. 


Regarding the choice ofan albuin 
that is a question not easily answer- 
ed. 

Uf collecting only U.S. without 
tegard to varieties of watermark and 
grilles, the ‘‘ Favorite’? album is a 
good one for the beginner, contain- 
ing as it does spaces for all postal 
adhesives, envelope stamps, revenues 
and telegraph stamps and sold ata 
price within the reach of all. If any 
other album is chosen it should be 
one printed on but one side of the 
paper as stamps are easily damaged 
where mounted on opposite pages. 
In my own collection If mouut the 
stamps from the left hand side. If 
an album printed on both sides is 
used we would advise that those on 
the right hand page be mounted this 
way and those on the left hand page 
vice versa. The advantage of this 
is readily seen on closing the book. 
The large hinges that readily peel 
from the stamp as well as from the 
page should be used. Nearly any 
reputable dealer supplies these upon 
request. 
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The blank album has many ad- 
varitages for the medium andadvane- 
ed collector, as the stamps can be 
mounted in any manner pleasing to 
the taste and one don’t see those an- 
noying spaces forever blank marked 
“Se green, error, (navy)’’ ‘Be scar- 
Iet,’? ‘24e 1851’ and Iast but not 
least a Mekeel’s‘‘ 5c 1890 error color 
of 4c.”!
